mailing m easures, and on that ground 
he explained the necessity* for main­ 
taining the corps of attorneys. 
On 
Thursday counsel for the committee, 
Mr 
Hughes, took another taek and 
called R obert 
IL 
McCurdy, general 
m anager of the Mutual Life Insurance 
company, and sx>n of Richard A. Mc­ 
Curdy, president of that company, to 
testify as to the agency system of the 
company, this feature of tho business 
being under his control. 
While Mr. 
McCurdy w*as on the stand counsel for 
the com m ittee brought out facts that 
changed the prearranged course, and 
the result was the disclosure of the 
Immense profits derived from the com­ 
missions of the insurance business. 
Mr. McCurdy was unable to tell the 
salary of his father as president of 
the company, and when the investiga­ 
tion opened yesterday it was expected 
the president of the Mutual Life would , 
tie called in the stand before the day 
was over

misunderstanding, 
however, President McCurdy had left 
the office of the Mutual Life before j 
he was called for. and it is expected , 
that he will be the first witness on I 
Tuesday.
